In the United States section an 
1851 5c red brown realized $58 
against it’s catalog valuation of 
$70; an attractive 10c green (#58) 
cataloging $65 brought $80; a 
fectly centered $5 Columbian 
a superb $1 Omaha $72. 

In the British Empire and For- 
eign sections Australia #55 and 57 
brought $30 against their catalog 
price of $40; very fine examples 
of the Canadian Jubilees realized 
$48 for the $3, $38 for the $4, and 
the same for the $5. 

The lots consisting of intact col- 
lections by country, consigned in 
by various owners and estates; 
were also widely followed, and 
some bargains were picked up by 
alert professional and amateur 
philatelists in this completely un- 
reserved public auction. 

The next Stolow auction, the 
final sale for the season, will be 
held on Thursday, July 9 at 2:00 
p. m. This consists entirely of 
collections received from various 
owners and estates which are to 
be sold intact. Over 500 collec- 
tions are included, with a total 
catalog value of almost $150,000.

Reveals Retouches 
On Mexican Airmail 


While the Scott Postage Stamp 
Catalog does mention a “re- 
touch” in the listing of No. C192 
of Mexico no further details are 
given as to its location. This is a 
35c violet picturing the town of 
Guerrero, 

In his studies of this stamp, Lt. 
Noble de Roin of Great Falls AFB, 
Montana believes that he has 
found three different examples of 
retouching, 

In types I and III, the sky (at 
the top of the design) is vague 
and composed of faint lines. In 
type I all the engraved lines are 
faint and often broken. The lines 
of the wall of the house in the 
lower right, surrounding the win- 
dow on the second floor, are 
horizontal. The vertical lines of 
the exposed wall of this same 
house are sketchy. 

In type II the entire die has 
been re-engraved, the exposed 
wall is darker strengthened by 
bold vertical lines. There is a 
faint suggestion of additional 
vertical lines on the second floor 


structed line. The sky has also 
been strengthened by strong hori- 
zontal lines. 

The type III is recognizable by 
the addition of a cross hatching 
of the entire exposed wall, and a 
whole brick wall instead of a 
“board” wall on the second floor. 
The lines in the sky are practical- 
ly non-existant. 

Also in the retouched dies there 
are numerous strengthened lines 
in the building peaks and in the 
shrubbery.

Even the most alert of you 
might forget that it will take 5c 
per stamp for each first day cover 
you are going to send of the forth- 
coming Perry-Japanese Treaty 
commem. That five cent stamp 
will pay the first class letter rate 
for one ounce of mail to any- 
where in the world by surface 
mail. 

If you have any foreign friends 
or correspondents whom you'd 
like to remember with a first day 
cover you can do so with but a 
single stamp affixed to the enve- 


lope. 

Don’t forget to send the proper 
Payment when you send your 
material to the Postmaster at 
Washington, D.C. for FDC service.

2. In what year was issued the 
last 5¢ commemorative airmail 
and what was the stamp? 


It is puzzling why the Post Of- 
fice. Department didn’t come right 
out and state they were issuing a 
commem in memory of one of the 
party’s staunchest Republicans in- 
stead of cloaking it with the an- 
nouncement of a stamp for “Saga- 
more Hill” home of Theodore 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, N. Y. 

Teddy Roosevelt was a good 
president by all fair standa#ds 
and certainly the public of any 
political faith could not begrudge 
him this philatelic recognition. 

We know that this former home 
was recently dedicated, as a na- 
tional shrine, I believe, but that 
means practically nothing to the 
general public. Tribute to a good 
president is of general interest 
and should have been made that 
way. Perhaps it will come to that 
by release time: 

As for the New York 300 Years 
stamp I hope the “big city” makes 
full use of its many artists by 
coming up with a stunning design, 
That stinker for the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Consolidation of the

One of the most impolite, dis- 
courteous and unbusinesslike acts 
commited by a number of people 
is the illegible way in which they 
si n, Or write their names and 

addresses. 90% of such seribbling 
is affectgtion in that the writer 
is trying to impress the reader he 
is a big-shot who hasn’t the extra 
tenth of a second it takes to in- 
scribe his name so it can be read. 

The other 10% just can’t write 
legibly, but even that is no ex- 
cuse. 

Suggested remedies are to get 
Stationery with your name and 
address imprinted ereon in 
plain readable type, none of that 
fancy old English, etc., get a rub- 
ber stamp made with that infor- 
mation, or just take your time to 
write well.

And worst of all, when making 
a purchase by mail, too many col- 
lectors forget to include their 
names and addresses. If at any

Lt. Noble de Roin now stationed 
at Great Falls AFB, Montana ran 
across the following story while 
Going some researching on the 
Lafayette commem of last year. 
If you like yarns, keep reading: 

Lafayette was a soldier and as 
a soldier he managed to convince 
his king, Louis XVI, that it was 
to the best interests of France 
to help the American Colonies in 
their revolution against the Brit- 
ish. Subsequently many towns 
in the United States were given 
the name of Lafayette to honor 
the great French patriot. 

Also honored in this way was 
the King, for his fine cooperation, 
when an American county was 
named Bourbon, his family name. 
Originally in Virginia Territory, 
the county is now a part of Ken- 
tucky. 

Near Paris, Ky. lived a farmer 
who distilled the familiar clear 
whisky all frontier people used 
in the 1790’s for trade purposes. 
It was about this time the first 
of the Kentucky Bourbons was 
made, 

Seems as though this farmer 
ran out of crocks and accident- 
ally stored some fresh mash in 
an old barrel. Months later he 
tapped the kegs and found that 
in one of them the whisky was 
an amber red, from the charred 
insides. 

He asked his colored slave to 
try it before he threw it out and 
meeting with the man’s reluctance 
promised him freedom if he 


would. One sip brought beaming | 


approval to his features. 

“That’s mighty smooth,” he 
said. “I think it’s probably the 
best you ever made. 

Still skeptical, the farmer ship- 
ped the whisky down the river to 
New Orleans where men develép- 
ed quite a taste for this “red lik- 
ker” from Kentucky, and were 
asking for Bourbon County 
whisky. Soon the phrase was 
shortened simply to “bourbon”. 

Few would ever suspect this lit- 
tle tale is all tied in with a com- 
memorative, and no doubt the 
last to suspect it would have been 
the good Marquis himself.

Engineer — Inventor 


Born in Sweden 1803 — died in 
New York 1889. he became a 
draftsman in his homeland at age 
12, moved to London 1826 and 
helped design a locomotive for the 
Liverpool railroad during a com- 
petition in 1829. 

He was inventor of many things 
connected with marine engines, and 
notably the first -screw-propeller, 
perfected in 1836 ~— also several 
kinds of armament. 

Ericsson came to the U. S. in 
1839 and was naturalized in 1848. 
The construction of his ironclad 
MONITOR, propelled by steam on- 
ly, using a screw-propeller, and 
having guns mounted in a revolving 
turret, inaugurated a new era in 
naval engineer. ing. Shortly after its 
launching in 1862, and by defeating 
the Confederate MERRIMAC in 
Hampton Roads, it forever sealed 
the fate of wooden ships for navies. 

His monument as shown on the 
stamp, shows the inventor seated 
in contemplation, surrounded by al- 
legorical figures, one of which is 
entitled ‘‘Vision.’ ’ Appropriately, it | 
stands on the Potomac river 
in sight of the memorial erected to 
Abraham Lincoln, who encouraged 
'him to build the Monitor.

SUGGESTED METHOD OF PROCEDURE 


In the cataloging of a large number of the 
2c carmine stamp Scott’s design number A-140, 
much time can be saved and much close work 
avoided by following a procedure through 
which many of the various numbers are de- 
termined directly.

DOLLAR VALUES... 


Precancelled that is. In the is- 
sue of 1922 to 1938 the One Dollar 
velue was plentiful from a num- 
ber of cities and far from rarities 
from all but a few cities. Even 
the Two Dollar denomination was 
geen often enough but of course 
was not nearly as common as the 
One Dollar value. 

The Five dollar was seen now 
anu then but it was a rarity from 
most any city. 

With the passing of the 1922-38 
issue and the coming of the Presi- 
dential series. the One Dollar 
value became somewhat scarcer. 
Several reasons being involved in 
this situation. The Two Dollar 
Prexy became as scarce as the old 
Five Dollar «alue and the Five 
Dollar Prexy almost a rarity. 

Only at an exhibition can you 
hope to see such items. In fact I 
do not remember of seeing a Five 
Dollar Prexy precancel. The Dollar 
values of the 1917 issue are more 
common generally syeaking than 
are Dollar Prexy precancels. And 
there were some Two Dollar and 
Five Dollar precancels in this is- 


ue. 
; If you check old catalogs you 
will find Dollar precancels back to 
the 1902 issue. 

Incidentally there was a time 
when it was anticipated that the 


BUREAU wceuld produce One Dol- 


lar Bureau Prints. This was about 
1928 when the higher values were 
being released up to the 5e val- 
ue.

So messages were Car- 
ried by the aide, to and from the 
council room. 

The Commodore sent word of 
his mission. He had a letter to de- 
liver which would be placed only 
i. the hands of a man of exalted 
rank. The Japanese insisted that 
the letter be taken to Nagasaki, 
according to Japanese law; Perry 
insisted that it be received where 
he was. The visitor promised to 
carry back the message about de- 
livery of the letter. 

Next day the Governor of Uraga 
visited the fleet, and again the ne- 
cessity of a visit to Nagasaki to 
deliver the message was empha- 
sized. When told that this was im- 
possible, he promised to send for 
further instructions, and that he 
would have an answer in four days. 
To his surprise, he was told that 
be would be allowed but three days.

Undoubtedly Ed saw the beauty 
of Egmont, for it is one of the 
world’s most symmetrical peaks, 
and reminiscent of Japan’s Fuji- 
yama,

Mt. Egmont is pictured on the 
3/- stamp of the same series as 
the Mt, Cook item. 

Later, Ed was sent to the Fiji 
Islands in a Catalina Squadron, 
and here Fate almost ended the 
story. In an accident he was so 
badly burned doctors despaired 
for his life, and after his recovery 
he was discharged. 

The young Kiwi’s love for the 
mountains had never diminished. 
On holidays he would take his 
trusty ice axe and head south. 
Soon he had climbed every 
worthwhile peak the Southern 
Alps had to offer, including Mt. 
Cook, of course. 

And he had become a hero, 
particularly to one girl whose life 
he undoubtedly saved. The girl 
suffered a severe fall while climb- 
ing 10,000 foot La Perouse in the 
Southern Island chain. Sending 
other party members for assist- 
ance, Hillary remained with the 
girl, building a shelter, keeping 
her warm as possible until res- 
cuers could fight their way to 
them. To disappoint the romanti- 
cists, the girl later married one of 
her classmates. 

Ed Hillary is a modest man, of 
the caliber of the real hero. He 
would not mention this feat, nor 
will he brag about his present 
history-making—and the term is 
not lightly used—ascent of Mt. 
Everest. 

It would be more of a likeli- 
hood that Sir Edmund, as he 
rightfully should be called, will 
tell of the great part that his long- 
time friend and fellow climber, 
George Lowe of Hastings, New 
Zealand, played in the expedi- 
tion’s success. The London Ex- 
press called George Lowe the 
“first hero” of the expedition for 
his valorous work in cutting steps 
across a dangerous glacier face, 
thereby helping make possible the 
movement of tons of necessary 
equipment. 

Admiral Byrd paid his respects 
to Everest’s conquerors—not for- 
getting Tensing Norkay, the 
Sherpa guide—ahd Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas’ tributes com- 
manded great attention. 

The whole world applauds this
